HAVANA, Oct, 6—Tha most hloody battle
of the present war was fought rn-cr-mlvlin
the wountry belween Hao Arribla and Han
Fernando, In the Holguin district of Santiag
da Cuba.

Government Granted Permission to File an
Amendatory Return,

COURT LISTENS TO LENGTHY ARGUMENT

Attorneys for the Major Contend
thnt Helug on the Retired List
He is Not Amenable to the
Articles of War,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—The care of Major
Geurge A Armes, retired, who was arreosted
some days ago by order of Llicutenant Gen-
eral Bthofield, acting secrelary of war, came
up today before Judge Bradley of the supreme
veurt of the District of Columbla. Soon after
his arrest the major was relessed on o writ
of habeas corpus mads revmrnnlbla today.
When the rase was ealled today counsel for
Guoeral Schofleld asked permission to file a
roturn amendatory of the orlginal return al-
rendy filed. This proposition was combatted
by Armes' counsel, but the court decided ta
nliow the amended return to be filed subject
to whatsver actlon he might see fit to take
later In the cese.
In the courss of argument 1t was contended
on behalf of Arfmes that as a retired officer
of the army he was not under the jurisdic-
ton of General Schofield as acting secrotary
of war. He was, however, subject to certaln
rules and articles of war, but only such as
applied to his condition ns a retired offcor.
In this condition, it was contended, he eanld
not be arrested for disrespect to his superior
officsr, and It was a perveraiop of official
duty to place him ander arrest, The artleles
of wnr conferring power to arrest applied
only to officers on the active list. Counsel
also stuted that it was his opinion that Gen-
eral Schofleld knew that the arrest was ir-
regular, and by his am:nded retirn made an
attempt Lo justify himeelf on the ground that
commiltted in his presence. The original re-
the offenss was o military one and had been
turn, It was said, disclosed no cause for the
arrest, and an attempt had beon made to
remedy this defect by offering an evasive and
contradictory roturn as an amendment. The
fact that no copy of the charges had been
furnished Captaln Armes, [t was asserted,
was A fatal defect, as the regulations specl-
fically state that coples of the charges upon
which an arrest is made must be furnished
within twenty-four hours after the arreat, or
the accused must ba released. This rogula-
tlon applled to enlisted men, and when, he
asked, has the administration of military jus-
tice been more tender lo & private than to an
officer. The whele proceeding, It was con-
tended, was [rregular and did Captain Armes
A grievous wWrong.
Chlef Clerk Morriuson of the office of the
Jwdge adveeate general of the army replied
on 'behalf of General Schofleld. He malntained
that Captaln Armes ls o member of the mill-

tary establishment aof the United
States, and (hat he had been procesded
against strietly according to the

articles of war. Retired officers of the army
were subject to the samne regulations in this
regard ng thoss on the active list. He con-
tended thers was no d!fferenca or dietinction
In' the punlzhment ef cffenses by court mar-
tial proceedings because an officer happensd
to be on the nctive or on the retired list.
The Intter had practleally the same relation
to the srmy as an officer on the aetlve list
enjoying a leave af absence. Mr. Morrison
upheld the legality of the arrest as an Initia-
tory step In military proceedings, which in
practically all caseés preceded the mnking of
formal charges. As to the giving of Informa-
tion to Armes of the charges against him it
was eufficient that ha had been In contempt
within elght days, the milltary law differing

OFFICIALS HOPEFUL.

Gold Reserve Shows n Shight
orease for the Day,
WASBHINGTON, Oct, 5.—The trua amount
of the gold reserve at the close of business
today was $93,006,886, a net galn for the day
of $208,067. Of this amount 323,000 was de-
posited In the mubtreasury at Philadelphia,
$50.000 in Chicago, $35,000 in St Louls and
about $256,000 at the several nssay oMces and
the balance In small amounts, In nearly
every case sllver certificates of small denom -
Inations were asked for. The present situ-
dtlon as to gold withdrawals, as viewed at
the Treasury department, is more hopeful
than at any tme within the last several
weeks, and In the opinion of many the re-
duction of the rate of sterling exchange, the
cessation of withdrawals for export and the
apparently increasing willingness of banks to
exchange gold for nonlegal tenders Indicate
4 relurn to normal conditions and a lurn in
the tide of gold movements, The reported ar-
rival of $260,000 o gold from Europe, al-
though  eomparative'y insignificant, has
strengthened tho bellef that the drain of gold
has ceased for a considerabls time at least,
